HEARING  KELLY 

Huang  supporters  angered  by  defense’s  tactics

The  Boston  Police  hearing  of 
Detective  Francis  G.  Kelly  Jr.  on 
charges  of  misconduct  was  well 
into  its  fourth  day  of  witness 
testimonies  when  it  drew  strong 
criticism  from  the  Asian  commu¬ 
nity. 

Expressing  dismay  at  the*  ‘lax’  ’ 
manner  in  which  the  open 
internal  hearing  is  being  con¬ 
ducted,  some  representatives  of 
the  Committee  to  Support  Long 
Quang  Huang  called  it  “a  joke’  ’ 
and  ‘‘a  mockery  of  justice.” 

The  police  trial  of  Kelly,  who  is 
charged  with  using  excessive 
force  in  an  arrest,  conduct 
unbecoming  of  an  officer  and 
filing  false  report,  started  on 
July  9.  If  found  guilty,  Kelly 
could  be  suspended  or  fired  from 
the  police  department. 

Superintendent-in-Chief  John 
E.  Gifford,  appointed  by  Police 
Commissioner  Francis  M. 
Roache  to  preside  over  the 
hearing,  was  criticized  in  an 
official  statement  issued  by  the 
committee  on  July  12  for  not 
curbing  the  “offensive  behav¬ 
ior”  and  stalling  tactics  of 
defense  attorney  Thomas  C. 
Troy. 

A  reference  to  December  7  (the 
date  Pearl  Harbor  was  attacked 
by  Japanese  fighter  bombers 
during  WWH)  by  Troy  on  the 
second  day' of  the  hearing,  and 
his  remark  at  an  earlier  time  that 
Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn  at 
least  had  something  going  for 
him  because  he  is  Irish,  were 
considered  by  many  present  at 
the  hearing  to  be  racist  com¬ 
ments  • 

The  committee  also  felt  that  it 
was  inappropriate  for  police 
personnel  to  “flaunt”  then- 
support  for  a  fellow  officer  by 
wearing  name  tags  that  read 
“Kelly”  to  every  hearing. 

The  committee  called  for  the 
police  to  “clean  up  their  act”  or 
it  would  ask  the  Suffolk  County 
District  Attorney’s  Office  and 
the  U.S.  Attorney  General’s 
Office  to  start  criminal  proceed¬ 
ings  against  Det.  Kelly  on 
charges  of  assault. 

The  angry  statement  was  also 
prompted  by  a  series  of  efforts 
by  Troy  to  delay  or  entirely 
dismiss  the  hearing.  Troy  filed 
at  least  half  a  dozen  motions  to 


stop  the  hearing  on  reasons 
ranging  from  accusations  that 
Gifford  had  a  biased  attitude 
against  detectives  to  charges 
that  prosecuting  attorney  Mi¬ 
chael  Powers  had  withheld  infor¬ 
mation  from  the  defense.  All  of 
the  motions  were  denied  by 
Gifford. 

□ 

Of  the  35  witnesses  called  upon 
by  both  parties  to  testify,  so  far 
only  three  have  been  cross-ex¬ 
amined  by  the  attorneys.  Au¬ 
drey  Manns,  the  prostitute  who 
had  pleaded  guilty  to  charges  of 
soliciting  sex  from  Huang  for  a 
fee,  did  not  show  up,  but  her 


statement  made  to  police  after 
her  arrest  was  read. 

Powers  indicated  in  his  open¬ 
ing  remarks  that  the  15  witness¬ 
es  summoned  by  the  police 
department  have  four  common 
elements  in  their  accounts  of 
what  happened.  They  have  all 
witnessed  the  struggle  in  front 
of  35  Kneeland  St. ;  they  saw  the 
emotional  reaction  on  Huang’s 
face;  to  them  Kelly  never 
appeared  to  be  in  danger;  and, 
they  will  all  testify  that  Kelly 
punched  Huang  either  once, 
twice  or  three  times  in  the  face.

Racially  motivated  harassments

saw  different  results  in  court 


Editor’s  note  :  In  three  separate 
incidents  this  spring,  in  addition 
to  the  alleged  police  brutality 
attack  on  Chinese  immigrant 
Long  Quang  Huang,  Asian 
Americans  in  the  Boston  area 
have  encountered  what  appear 
to  be  racially  motivated  attacks. 

SAMPAN  reporter  Peter  Bag- 
ley  follows  up  on  these  three 
stories:  The  vandalism  of  a 
Mattapan  Chinese  restaurant,  a 
gang  attack  of  a  Vietnamese 
household  in  South  Boston,  and 
a  brawl  involving  Cambodians  in 
East  Boston. 

The  three  cases  have  ended 
with  disparate  results.  In  the 
Mattapan  case,  the  defendant 
was  found  guilty  and  sentenced. 
In  the  South  Boston  attack, 
charges  were  dropped  against 
four  youths  but  two  adults  face  a 
grand  jury  for  possible  charges 
of  civil  rights  violations  and 
assault  and  battery.  And  in  the 
East  Boston  incident,  all  charges 
were  dropped  for  lack  of  evi¬ 
dence.

Youth  guilty  in  Mattapan  case 

A  Mattapan  Chinese  busi¬ 
nesswoman  found  justice  in 
court  last  month  against  a 
Dorchester  youth  who  had  de- 
storyed  property  and  scrawled 
anti-Asian  epithets  on  her  res¬ 


taurant  door  and  windows. 

Owner  Oy  W.  Yue  of  the 
Chinatown  Express  on  River 
Street  had  taken  the  matter  to 
court  after  Kevin  Tierney,  19, 
vandalized  two  automobiles  be¬ 
longing  to  her  employees  and 
despoiled  property  with  graffiti 
on  Feb.  26. 

“That  was  it,”  Yue  had  said. 

‘  ‘Nobody’s  going  to  tell  me  what 
to  do.” 

A  preliminary  civil  injunction 
was  imposed  against  Tierney  by 
the  Suffolk  County  Superior 
Court  on  May  23,  prohibiting 
him  from  harassing  the  restau¬ 
rant  owner  and  her  employees. 
It  also  barred  him  from  the  area 
around  the  Chinatown  Express. 

On  June  25,  Tierney  was 
found  guilty  by  Judge  W.  Dolan 
at  Dorchester  District  Court  for 
criminal  civil  rights  violations 
and  destruction  of  property.  He 
was  sentenced  to  one  year  at  the 
Deer  Island  House  of  Correc¬ 
tion,  but  was  released  on  a 
two-year  parole,  according  to  a 
courthouse  criminal  clerk. 

He  must  also  pay  a  $424 
restitution  to  the  Yues  for  the 
$4,000’s  worth  of  destruction  he 
caused  to  the  two  automobiles. 

Contacted  by  a  SAMPAN 
reporter,  Yue  said  business  has 
returned  to  normal  after  Tier¬ 
ney’s  attempts  at  making  life 
miserable  in  Mattapan.  “People

Essex  renamed  ‘Chinatown* 

New  station  name  worries  some

There  is  little  doubt  about  this  : 
When  reconstruction  work  on 
the  Essex  subway  station  is 
completed  in  December  1986, 
Chinatown  and  the  Combat  Zone 
will  become  virtually  indistin¬ 
guishable  as  separate  geograph¬ 
ical  entities. 

The  drab,  ailing  MBTA  station, 
which  faces  the  intersection  of 
Boylston,  Washington  and  Es¬ 
sex  Streets,  will  by  then  have  a 
longer  platform,  designed  to 
accommodate  modern  six-car 
trains,  and  new  elevators  for  the 
physically  disabled.  The  two 
entryways  to  the  subway,  now 
separate,  will  be  connected.  The 
entire  station  itself  will  be  given 
a  bright  and  modem  face  lift. 

But  more  important  than  all 
those  physical  improvements, 
scheduled  to  begin  this  fall,  will 
be  another  change.  Though 
intangible,  it  is  expected  to 
make  a  lot  of  difference  to  the 
way  nearby  residents  and  busi¬ 
ness  owners— and  the  larger 
public— view  the  entire  sur¬ 
rounding  area.  It  may  even,  in 
the  not-too-distant  future,  lead 
to  the  end  of  the“Zone”  itself. 

Along  with  the  finishing  touch¬ 
es  to  the  subway  stop  in 
December  next  year  will  be  a 
brand  new  sign  that  reads, 
“CHINATOWN.”  That  is  the 
new  name,  approved  by  the 
MBTA  Board  of  Directors  at  a 
meeting  June  26,  for  this  Orange 
Line  station  that  opens  up  into 
the  heart  of  the  ignominious 
Zone. 

The  decision  to  give  the  station 
the  new  name  has  come  after  a 
petition  drive  by  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force,  which  had  collected 
over  200  signatures  earlier  this 
year  urging  the  MBTA  to 
include  the  station  in  a  six- 
month-long  name  review  pro¬ 
cess. 

That  process  stemmed  from  the 
MBTA  Board’s  decision  last 
December  to  adopt  a  set  of 
procedures  for  reviewing  pend¬ 
ing  requests  to  change  a  total  of 
10  station  names.  Essex  Station 
was  not  added  until  after  an 
April  16  public  hearing,  when 
representatives  from  a  cluster  of 
groups  indicated  that  they  want¬ 
ed  the  station  included  in  the  list 
of  names  under  review. 

That  cluster  of  groups,  which 
included  the  Task  Force  and  the 
New  England  Medical  Center, 
had  sponsored  a  proposal  to 
rename  the  Chinatown/New 
England  Medical  Center  Station 
(Southwest  Corridor  Project) 
“New  England  Medical  Center/ 
South  Cove.”  The  proposal  was 
contingent  on  the  MBTA’s  re¬ 
naming  the  Essex  stop  “China¬ 
town.” 

Essex  clearly  appeared  to  have 
been  included  as  a  compromise 
solution  by  groups  that  wanted 
theNEMC  name  and  others  that 
wanted  a  nearby  station  to  be 
given  a  name  that  reflected  the 
Chinatown  neighborhood. 

Timothy  F.  Gens,  MBTA  direc¬ 
tor  of  development  and  public 
affairs,  said  the  “CHINA¬ 
TOWN”  name  was  approved 


because  there  had  ‘  ‘always  been 
a  link  between  Essex  and 
Chinatown.” 

“The  station  serves  the  Asian 
community  and  also  visitors  to 
Chinatown,”  Gens  said.  “There 
has  also  been  extensive  revitil- 
ization  of  Lower  Washington 
Street,  for  example,  the  China 
Trade  Center.  And  we’ve  had 
very  wide  support  (for  the  name 
change)  from  local  civic  organi¬ 
zations,  residents,  and  busi¬ 
nesses.” 

The  June  26  decision,  which 
also  included  approvals  for 
changing  the  primary  names  of 
four  other  stations  and  the 
secondary  names  of  seven  sta¬ 
tion,  was  welcomed  by  most 
local  residents  and  business 
owners  who  believe  that  the  new 
names  will  help  foster  pride  and, 
ultimately,  lead  to  a  revitaliza¬ 
tion  of  their  neighborhoods. 

For  Chinatown,  it  will  also 
mean  that  the  infamous  Combat 
Zone  is  now  part  of  the  district 
served  by  a  subway  station  that 
will  bear  the*  ‘CHINATOWN’  ’ 
name. 

Since  this  strip  of  sex  shops  and 
hooker  hang-outs  was  relocated

Council  nominations 
to  be  in  by  August  I 

The  nomination  process  for  the 
interim  Neighborhood  Council 
in  Chinatown  officially  began 
following  a  July  1  community 
meeting  at  the  Quincy  Commu¬ 
nity  School.  Nominations  for  the 
first  council  is  due  Aug.  1. 

At  the  meeting,  called  by 
Boston  Mayor  Raymond  L. 
Flynn’s  Office  of  Neighborhood 
Services  (ONS),ONS  Director 
Alex  Bledsoe,  Asian  Liaison 
Marilyn  Lee-Tom,  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  zon¬ 
ing  specialist  Edith  Nadar,  again 
explained  the  responsibilities 
and  boundaries  of  the  Council. 

Bilingual  nomination  papers 
were  handed  out  to  individuals 
interested  in  becoming  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  council,  which 
will  be  an  interim  (one-year 
term)  group  that  will  decide  the 
council’s  bylaws  and  procedures 
for  its  future  two-year-term 
members. 

To  be  an  eligible  candidate  for 
the  interim  council,  an  individ¬ 
ual  has  to  have  close  ties  to  the 
community.  In  addition,  25 
Chinatown  residents’  signatures 
must  be  obtained. 

Each  community  group  can 
nominate  up  to  three  persons  for 
selection,  and  all  submissions 
should  be  directed  to  Lee-Tom  at 
the  ONS. 

At  the  meeting,  Bledsoe  reas¬ 
sured  doubting  residents  that 
the  selection  of  candidates  will 
be  based  on  the  individuals’s  or 
group’s  track  record  of  commu¬ 
nity  involvement  and  recogni¬ 
tion. 

“We  will  let  any  organization 
in  the  community  nominate,” 
Bledsoe  said.  “We  will  not  say 
up  front  which  organization  is 
not  legitimate— the  process  is 
open.” 

But  he  added  that  groups  with  a 
better  organizational  structure 
and  big  membership  will  be 
given  “extra  consideration.  "

Kelly,  telling  his  version  of  the 
May  1  incident  on  the  stand, 
revealed  some  surprising  “in¬ 
formation.  ’  ’  He  admitted  punch¬ 
ing  Huang  once  in  the  face,  but 
said  that  he  had  only  done  so 
because  Huang  hit  him  first  and 
was  struggling  “violently”  to 
get  away  from  his  grip.  In  order 
to  facilitate  the  arrest,  he  had  to 
hit  Huang  with  the  “minimal 
force,”  Kelly  said.  He  received 
no  bruises  as  a  result  of  Huang’s 
punches,  he  admitted. 

Kelly  also  testified  that  he 
believed  Huang  was  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  stolen  goods  at  the  time 
of  his  arrest.  There  were  three 
bags  of  herb  found  jammed  in 
the  back  seat  of  Kelly’s  cruiser. 
After  Kelly  got  hold  of  them,  he 
said  he  investigated  into  the 
matter  on  his  own  time  with  a 
fellow  detective. 

The  herb  was  found  to  be  from 
Ming’s  Oriental  Supermarket  on 
85-89  Essex  St.  The  proprietor  of 
the  store  had  told  Kelly  that  it 
was  the  most  commonly  shoplift¬ 
ed  item  from  his  store  because  of 
the  small  size  of  the  package ,  the 
relatively  higher  cost  of  the 
medicine,  and  the  fact  that  it  was 
placed  in  the  front  of  the  store, 
making  it  easy  for  people  to  walk 
out  with  it,  Kelly  said. 

However,  the  owner  of  Ming’s 
Oriental  Supermarket  said  he 
could  not  determine  at  the  time 
whether  the  goods  had  been 
paid  for  or  not,  Kelly  testified. 
Under  cross-examination  from 
Powers,  Kelly  said  there  were 
very  few  times  in  the  past  when 
he  had  investigated  a  matter  on 
his  own  time.  No  further  com¬ 
plaint  had  been  filed  as  a  result 
of  the  investigation  because 
Kelly  said  he  could  not  prove 
“with  absolute  certainty”  in 
court  that  the  goods  were  stolen, 
but  he  added  that  he  was 
convinced  in  his  own  mind  that 
the  goods  were  illegally  obtain¬ 
ed  by  Huang. 

With  the  lengthy  cross-exam¬ 
inations  of  witnesses  by  both 
parties,  the  hearing  is  expected 
to  take  at  least  another  week.  At 
the  conclusion  of  the  hearing, 
Gifford  will  make  his  recommen¬ 
dations  to  Roache,  who  will  then 
make  the  final  decision  on 
Kelly’s  fate.

Vietnam  vets  not  anti-Asian 

Recent  events  and  their  dis¬ 
cussion  in  The  Boston  Globe 
(June  2,  1985)  are  of  concern  to 
us.  An  opinion  was  expressed 
concerning  the  implication  of 
anti-Asian  themes  in  recent 
cinema  promotions.  Our  fear  is 
that  when  the  public  perceives 
such  themes,  it  will  also  come  to 
consider  such  presentations  as 
an  accurate  reflection  of  the 
posture  of  the  Vietnam  veteran 
community.  We  care  to  dis¬ 
courage  any  such  fantasy  of  that 
sort. 

Over  the  last  10  years,  the 
commercially  orientated  tele¬ 
vised  and  cinema  media  por¬ 
trayals  of  Vietnam  and  the 
Vietnam  veteran  have  never 
reflected  reality.  This  has  been 
pointed  out  by  many,  including 
theCommonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Special  Commission  on 
the  Concerns  of  the  Vietnam 
Veterans. 

In  the  last  few  years,  the 
image  depicted  by  the  industry 
has  changed,  but  this  current 
distortion  merely  constitutes 
anbther  promotional  tactic  for 
commercial  gain.  Everyone 
should  be  aware  of  that.

like  him  are  not  going  to  bother 
us,”  she  said.  “One  person  is 
not  going  to  throw  you  out  (of  the 
neighborhood) .  ’  ’ 

However,  the  restaurant  own¬ 
er  indicated  that  she  still  sees 
Tierney  driving  by  her  neighbor¬ 
hood.  “He’s  not  supposed  to  be 
in  this  area,”  she  said.  “Some¬ 
times  Tierney  mouths  us  (when 
he  drives  by).” 

Two  face  grand  jury  for  attack 

Meanwhile,  an  attack  on  a 
Vietnamese  family  in  South 
Boston  has  resulted  in  the 
dropping  of  charges  against  four 
teenagers.  Two  adults,  how¬ 
ever,  will  face  a  grand  jury  to 
determine  if  there  is  sufficient 
evidence  to  bring  them  to  trial. 

The  household  of  three  Viet¬ 
namese  immigrants  was  attack¬ 
ed  by  a  30-member  White  gang 
during  the  morning  of  May  19, 
according  to  police.  The  group 
allegedly  threw  stones  and  bot¬ 
tles  and  shouted  racial  diatribes 
at  the  family  on  East  Second 
Street,  near  the  White  Fuel 
Terminal,  and  one  of  the  youths 
broke  into  the  dwelling. 

The  house  is  owned  by  Boston 
Fire  Dept.  Inspector  Thomas 
Burke  and  his  wife,  Linh.  Also 
living  there  are  his  foster  sons, 
Hung  Tran  and  Cuong  Chung, 
and  a  foster  relative.  Hung  Hua. 

Charges  were  dropped  at  the 
South  Boston  District  Court  in  a 
June  25  probable-cause  hearing 
against  four  of  the  teenagers: 
William  S.  Maynard,  18;  Susan 
M.  O’Donnell,  18;  Jacqueline 
Hawley,  18;  and  a  16-year-old 
juvenile. 

James  Lynch,  21,  and  Michael 
Billotte,  21,  both  of  South 
Boston,  will  soon  face  a  six-per¬ 
son  grand  jury  at  the  South 
Boston  District  Court  to  deter¬ 
mine  if  there  is  sufficient  eviden¬ 
ce  for  a  criminal  trial. 

Billotte  was  the  only  defend¬ 
ant  arrested  on  the  morning  of 
the  attack.  He  pleaded  not  guilty 
to  two  charges  of  assault  and 
battery  with  a  dangerous  weap¬ 
on,  one  count  of  malicious 
destruction  of  property,  and  four 
counts  of  civil  rights  violations. 

Police  said  the  group  had 
apparently  been  drinking  near 
the  Burke  residence.  One  of  the 
residents,  Hung  Hua,  said  he 
was  personally  threatened  by 
the  group  of  Whites,  who  told

No  charges  in  East  Boston 

A  week  after  the  attack  on  the 
Vietnamese  home  in  South  Bos¬ 
ton,  a  group  of  Cambodian 
immigrants  was  involved  in  an 
altercation  with  another  group  of 
15  to  20  White  males. 

The  incident  occurred  outside 
the  apartment  shared  by  four 
Cambodian  men  on  Meridian 
Street,  near  Maverick  Square. 
Resident  Sophal  Thiem,  20,  had 
noticed  some  youths  near  his 
1984  Pontiac  automobile,  and 
had  gone  outside  to  confront 
them. 

Boston  Police’s  Community 
Disorders  Unit  Detective  George 
Symes  said  one  of  the  White 
youths  signaled  to  his  friends 
gathered  nearby,  and  a  street 
brawl  began  when  one  of  them 
struck  Thiem  with  a  wooden 
crutch. 

The  other  Cambodian  resi¬ 
dents  were  also  involved  when 
they  came  out  of  the  apartment 
to  help  Thiem.  During  the  fight, 
Thiem  was  also  hit  with  an  iron 
pipe.

in  the  1960s  from  the  old  Scollay 
Square,  now  home  of  the  sprawl¬ 
ing  Government  Center,  China¬ 
town  and  South  Cove  residents 
have  been  careful  to  disassociate 
the  Zone  from  their  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

The  Zone  has  again  been  the 
sore  point  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  these  residents, 
who  charge  that  the  City  had 
allowed  the  dozens  of  pornogra¬ 
phy  stores  to  set  up  business  in 
the  area  without  so  much  as 
consulting  with  them  and  own¬ 
ers  of  other  nearby  businesses 
who  do  not  peddle  flesh  for 
profit. 

The  alleged  May  1  police 
beating,  in  the  foot  of  the  Zone, 
of  immigrant  Long  Quang 
Huang— who  was  subsequently 
charged  with  soliciting  and 
assaulting  a  police  officer— led 
to  the  Asian  community’s  vehe¬ 
ment  demand  that  the  City  take 
immediate  steps  to  remove  the 
Zone. 

So  far,  Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
L.  Flynn  has  made  no  specific 
plan  toward  that  end,  but  has 
indicated  that  the  future  of  the

Boston’s  Chinatown  is  one  of  the 
city’s  most  exciting  and  colorful 
neighborhoods,  a  busy  and 
thriving  commercial  district  and 
the  social  and  cultural  center  for 
the  Chinese  community  in  all  of 
New  England. 

All  of  these  attributes  have 
contributed  to  one  of  its  most 
serious  and  visible  problems: 
trash  and  litter!  In  spite  of  our 
and  the  city’s  best  efforts, 
Chinatown  still  has  a  serious 
litter  problem,  especially  during 
peak  business  hours. 

The  Dr.  Stanley  L.F.  Chin 
Foundation  was  established  by 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council,  Inc.  in  memory  of 
Dr.  Chin’s  contribution  to  the 
community  and  his  commitment 
to  the  beautification  of  China¬ 
town.  CEDC  has  pledged 
$100,000  in  matching  funds  to 
the  Foundation  as  a  stimulus  to 
its  growth.  Can  you  help  us  meet 
this  challenge? 


Thiem,  Soeum  Ken,  40,  and 
Sarann  Phuong,  20,  all  required 
treatment  at  the  Massachusetts 
General  Hospital.

for  discussion  by  his  newly 
formed  Neighborhood  Council. 

Several  observers  have  noted 
that  with  the  designation  of  a 
heavily  used  subway  stop  as  the 
official  commuter  gateway  to 
Chinatown,  local  residents  and 
civic  organizations  are  bound  to 
have  an  even  better  leverage  in 
pressuring  city  officials  into  the 
desired  direction. 

Task  Force  member  Carol  Lee, 
who  spearheaded  the  petition 
drive,  said  she  hoped  the  new 
name  will  result  in  the  Zone 
being  eventually  eliminated  or 
“slowly  pushed  out”  by  China¬ 
town. 

“Certain  parts  of  Chinatown 
have  been  built  into  the  Combat 
Zone,”  Lee  said,  referring  to 
Asian  businesses  that  have  been 
started  near  the  comer  of  Beach 
and  Washington  Streets  and  the 
soon-to-be-completed  China 
Trade  Center,  which  faces  the 
subway  station.  “In  the  future 
you’ll  see  more  of  the  (Asian) 
community  in  the  area....  It’s 
going  to  look  a  lot  better.” 

“It’s  a  good  step,”  Peter 
Kiang,  program  director  of 
the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  said.  “Chinatown 
has  been  here  much  longer  than

Refugee  groups  form  coalition 

Seven  Indo-Chinese  refugee 
groups  in  the  Greater  Boston 
area  have  formed  a  coalition  to 
deal  with  the  issue  of  racial 
harassment  in  their  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

The  foremost  goal  of  the  Boston 
Asian  Refugee  Coalition,  form¬ 
ed  on  July  2,  is  to  unite  the 
strengths  and  resources  of  these 
groups  to  find  solutions  to  ease 
racial  tensions,  according  to  My 
Nhung  Mai,  project  director  of 
Vietnamese  American  Civic 
Assn. 

The  coalition  will  also  work 
on“cultural  preservation,”  Mai 
said. 

The  idea  of  forming  a  coalition 
that  would  speak  with  one 
common  voice  stemmed  from  a 
June  22  civil  rights  workshop 
chaired  by  the  VACA. 

The  seven  charter  members  of 
the  coalition  are:  Cambodian 
Community  of  Massachusetts, 
Kmhmu  Family  Assn,  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  Indo-Chinese  Mutual 
Assistance  Assn.,  Laotian 
American  Cultural  Assn,  of 
Massachusetts,  Laotian  Assn, 
of  Massachusetts,  Massachu¬ 
setts  Assn,  of  Chinese  from 
Indo-China,  and  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Assn. 


the  Combat  Zone....  The  Zone 
shouldn’t  be  there  that  much 
longer....” 

There  are  others,  nonetheless, 
who’ve  expressed  reservations 
about  the  new  name.  Quincy 
Community  School  Council  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Director  Beverly  Wing, 
for  one,  said  she  would  feel 
better  about  the  Chinatown 
name  if  the  Zone  were  first 
rehabilitated. 

“Right  now,  I  have  a  lot  of 
resistance,”  Wing  said.  “I  don’t 
want  the  connotation  that  you 
can  take  the  T  to  Chinatown  (to 
get  to  the  Zone)....  It’s  a 
dangerous  association....  It’s 
not  the  kind  of  association  that 
I’d  want  for  my  community.” 

It  will  be  interesting  to  see  in 
the  next  couple  of  years  how  the 
Chinatown  community  react  to 
this  subway  station  that  is  now 
the  designated  commuter  gate¬ 
way  to  the  community’s  busi¬ 
ness  and  cultural  center. 

From  all  indications,  there  will 
be  many  who  will  feel  the  added 
imperative  to  rid  their  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  a  strip  of  businesses  that 
can  only  continue  to  harbor  more 
than  its  share  of  illegitimate 
activities  and  bring  disgrace  to 
its  larger  community. 


Reactions  to  new  station  name  varied 
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‘Affirmative  Action’  examined 
at  Kennedy  School  of  Government 

Many  questions,  no  answers 


The  thorny  issue  of  “Affirma¬ 
tive  Action”,  and  how  it  impacts 
Asian  Americans  in  the  job 
market  and  in  education  was 
explored  by  a  panel  of  Asian 
Americans  and  an  audience  of 
about  75  people  at  the  Kennedy 
School  of  Government  Sat., 
April  27. 

There  were  no  answers,  but 
many  issues  and  questions 
raised  in  the  morning  session 
sponsored  by  three  groups:  the 
Mass.  Asian  American  Forum, 
the  Asian  American  Lawyers 
Assn,  of  Mass.,  and  the  J.F. 
Kennedy  School  of  Government 
Asian  Students  Caucus. 

On  the  panel  were  three 
lawyers  with  diverse  ex¬ 
periences:  Regina  Lee,  currently 
managing  attorney  at  the  Great¬ 
er  Boston  Legal  Services;  Irene 
Wong,  formerly  with  the  federal 
Office  of  Federal  Contract  Com¬ 
pliance,  which  monitors  the 
private  sectors’s  AA  efforts;  and 
Judy  Wong,  general  counsel 
with  the  Commonwealth’s  com¬ 
munity  college  system  and  for¬ 
merly  with  the  Mass.  Commis¬ 
sion  Against  Discrimination. 
Diana  Tanaka,  an  assistant 
attorney  general  in  the  state 
Civil  Rights  Division,  moder¬ 
ated. 

Also  on  the  panel  giving  a 
perspective  as  a  community  and 
political  activist  was  Howard 
Lee,  a  manager  at  the  Honeywell 
Co.  and  president  of  the  Chinese 
American  Community  Action,  a 
two-year-old  political  advocacy 
group. 

Trying  to  draw  a  distinction 
between  non-discrimination  and 
Affirmative  Action,  Irene  Wong 
said  that  while  most  people 
support  non-discrimination  as  a 
passive  act,  Affirmative  Action 
does  not  get  much  endorsement. 

“Without  Affirmative  Action, 
we  will  never  achieve  non-dis¬ 
crimination,”  she  said,  because 
Affirmative  Action  “requires 
one  to  look  at  the  barriers  which 
keep  people  from  full  participa¬ 
tion”  in  society. 

"We  (Asian  Americans)  don’t 
have  the  pipeline,  the  networks, 
to  make  non-discrimination 
really  work,”  she  said,  noting 
that  racial  barriers  have  been 
erected  over  the  past  century 
and  will  take  more  than  the  20 
years  since  passage  of  the  Civil 
Rights  Act  for  society  to  reach  a 
level  of  non-discrimination. 


Pointing  to  the  existence  of 
structural  and  institutionalized 
discrimination,  Regina  Lee  said 
that  a  broad  definition  of  Affirm¬ 
ative  Action  would  include  all 
efforts  to  “correct”  present  or 
past  discrimination.  “I  have 
never  seen  ‘reverse  discrimina¬ 
tion’,”  Lee  said.  “It  doesn’t 
exist.” 

Lee  called  (reverse  discrim¬ 
ination)  a  grossly  inaccurate 
label,  a  condition  which  would 
only  exist  if  a  disproportionate 
number  of  Blacks  or  minorities 
or  women  were  in  the  majority 
and  in  a  decision-making  posi¬ 
tion  while  whites  were  in  the 
minority  and  were  discriminated 
against. 

“We  must  acknowledge,” 
she  said,  “(that  people  in  the 
audience  and  panel)  are  where 
they  are  because  of  Affirmative 
Action.” 

But  is  Affirmative  Action  good 
for  Asian  Americans  who, 
some  critics  argue,  are  “over¬ 
represented”  in  educational  in¬ 
stitutions?  Should  successful 
Asian  Amerians  be  excluded 
from  Affirmative  Action?  Or  is 
Affirmative  Action  mostly  a 
middle-class  movement?  as  one 
member  of  the  audience,  a  Black 
who  struggles  with  the  same 
issue  in  the  Black  community, 
asked. 

Any  effort  at  “segmentation” 
of  the  Asian  community,  argued 
Peter  Kiang  from  the  Asian 
American  Resource  Workshop, ' 
“would  weaken  Affirmative 
Action,”  which  he  sees  as  a 
broad  political,  community 
movement. 

A  member  of  the  audience 
said  that  Asian  Americans  who 
are  successful  are  often  made  to 
suffer  and  feel  guilty  for  having 
made  it.  Many  Asian  Americans 
lack  the  social  consciousness 
and  deny  their  own  race,  she 
said. 

Asian  Americans,  the  group 
at  the  session  seemed  to  con¬ 
cede,  need  to  vocally  address  the 
issue  of  Affirmative  Action, 
scaitinize  efforts  to  diminish  it 
and  be  watchful  of  any  move¬ 
ment  to  exclude  Asians.  Any 
arguments  that  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  “over-represented” 
glosses  over  the  needs  of  new 
immigrants,  the  lack  of  political 
power  among  Asian  Americans, 
and  the  continuing  existence  of 
discrimination.

Amerasia  Journal  publishes 
new  research  on  Chinatowns 


Those  of  you  who  wish  to  keep 
up  on  new  research  on  unem¬ 
ployment  and  health  service 
utilization  in  Chinatowns  else¬ 
where  may  want  to  pick  up  a 
copy  of  the  Amerasia  Journal, 
Vol.  11:1. 

The  journal  is  published  by 
the  University  of  California,  Los 
Angeles,  and  this  current  issue 
focuses  on  new  research  done  in 
New  York,  San  Francisco,  and 
Los  Angeles.  Boston’s  China¬ 
town,  unfortunately,  is  not  in¬ 
cluded. 

Economist  Paul  Ong,  in  his 
article  on  “Chinatown  Unem¬ 
ployment  and  the  Ethnic  Labor 
Market,’’  points  out  that  while 
official  statistics  indicate  unem¬ 
ployment  is  not  a  problem  in 
Chinatown  communities  in  the 
United  States,  in  reality,  China¬ 
town  employment  patterns  are 
very  unstable. 

Utilizing  census  data  from 
1979  and  1980,  Ong  demon¬ 
strates  that  the  percentages  of 
unemployment  in  Chinatowns 
are  higher,  on  the  average,  than 
in  white  communities.  The  nar¬ 
row  range  of  jobs  available  to 
those  who  work  in  Chinatowns 
—  namely,  in  restaurants,  retail¬ 
ing,  and  garment  factories  — 
produces  only  lower-wage 
breadwinners.  And  what  makes 
workers  in  Chinatowns  unique  is 
that  instead  of  leaving  these  less 
desirable  jobs,  many  continue  to 
work  there  because  of  the 
limited  language  and  job  skills. 

For  those  who  live  in  China¬ 
towns,  the  utilization  of  health 
services  remains  a  pressing 
issue,  according  to  Chalsa  M. 
Loo  and  Connie  Young  Yu,  in 
their  report  on  San  Francisco’s 
Chinatown.  The  two  surveyed 
the  local  residents’  usage  of 
current  medical  services  and 
concludes  that,  although  re¬ 
forms  in  recent  years  have  led  to 
overall  improvement  in  medical 
care,  health  demands  have  in¬ 
creased  due  to  new  Asian 
immigration.  Chinatown  health 
problems  are  compounded  by 
crowded  housing  and  low-wage 
employment,  according  to  Loo 
and  Yu. 

In  addition  to  these  articles  on 
contemporary  Chinatown  com¬ 
munities,  historian  Linda 
Pomerantz,  in  her  article  “The 
Chinese  Bourgeoisie  and  the 
Anti-Chinese  Movement  in  the 
United  States,  1850-1905,”  ex¬ 
amines  the  relationships  be¬ 
tween  the  activities  of  U.S. 
Chinese  merchants  and  those  in 
China. 

“The  wealthy  Chinese  mer¬ 
chants  in  the  United  States  had  a 
vested  interest  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  a  large  and  prosperous 
community  of  Chinese  workers 
throughout  the  Western 
states,”  according  to  Pome¬ 
rantz.  The  Anti-Chinese  Move¬ 
ment,  because  it  harmed  Chi¬ 
nese  American  business  inter¬ 
ests,  ultimately  led  to  the 
merchants’  support  of  the  1911 
republican  revolution  in  China. 
These  Businessmen  believed 
that  a  strong  republic  would 
better  help  them  to  secure  their 
rights  in  America. 

Other  articles  in  this  research 
issue  of  Amerasia  Journal  in¬ 
clude  a  report  on  refugee  schol¬ 
ars  and  Vietnamese  studies  in 
the  United  States  during  the

The  Quincy  Community 
School  was  recently  selected  to 
take  part  in  a  Neighborhood 
Development  and  Employment 
Agency  program  which  has 
awarded  close  to  $1  million  to  33 
organizations  for  renovations, 
repairs  and  additions  to  their 
facilities. 

The  rehabilitation  works  in¬ 
clude  projects  ranging  in  size 
from  a  partial  kitchen  renovation 
for  a  Roxbury  children’s  hot 
lunch  program  to  complete 
budding  conversions  for  com¬ 
munity  use  in  Roslindale,  Rox¬ 
bury,  and  Chinatown. 

“The  Physical  Improvements 
to  Non-Profits  Program  rim  by 
NDEA  helps  Boston’s  nonprofit, 
human  services  organizations  to 
further  improve  the  critical 
services  that  they  provide  to  all 
Boston  residents,  especially  to 
those  with  the  greatest  need,” 
comments  Mayor  Raymond  L. 
Flynn.  “These  human  services 
programs  are  able  to  service 
neighborhood  residents  more 
effectively  with  safer,  more 
efficient  facilities.” 

The  Quincy  Community 
School  is  using  its  share  of  the 
money  to  renovate  a  four-story 
townhouse  so  that  the  program 
may  expand  its  services  within 
the  surrounding  neighborhood. 

The  Quincy  Community 
School  offers  English  as  a 


Second  Language  programs  for 
400  adults  and  110  immigrant 
youths.  By  using  grant  monies 
for  tearing  down  a  wall  in  their 
current  34  Oak  St.  building  to 
the  townhouse,  the  school  will 
be  able  to  use  the  first  floor  as  a 
childcare  center. 

The  center,  which  will  be 
named  the  Acorn  Childcare 
Center,  will  offer  a  bilingual 
pre-school  program  for  children 
from  area  Chinese-speaking 
families. 

Jean  Bruno  of  the  Quincy 
Community  School  said  that  the 
grant  will  help  the  school  “ex¬ 
pand  its  services.  Daycare  ser¬ 
vices  are  greatly  needed  in  the 
Chinatown  area.  The  Quincy 
Community  School’s  new  child 
care  services  help  fill  that 
need.”

Asian  Americans  to  number 
5.9  million  by  year  1990 

Asian  Americans  are  now  the 
fastest  growing  group  in  the  US, 
and  Asian  immigrants  account 
for  40  percent  of  all  new  arrivals 
in  the  nation,  according  to  the 
May  issue  of  U.S.  Population. 

The  magazine  cited  a  recent 
US  Census  Bureau  study,  which 
projected  that  there  will  be  5.9 
million  Asian  Americans  by 
1990,  an  increase  of  58  percent 
over  the  3.7  million  AAs  in  the 
country  in  1980.  The  number  is 
expected  to  reach  8  million  by 
the  year  2000. 

The  study  also  indicated  that 
Asians  make  up  40  percent  of  all 
new  immigrants  in  the  US,  and 
that  the  percentage  will  remain 
unchanged  in  the  next  few 
decades.  By  the  middle  of  the 
next  century,  the  study  said, 
AAs  are  expected  to  catch  up 
with  Hispanic  Americans  in 
number. 

Among  AAs,  Chinese  have 
now  outnumbered  Japanese  as 
the  largest  group.  By  1990,  the 
study  indicated  that  Pilipinos 
will  replace  Chinese  as  the 
largest  AA  group  in  the  nation.

of  the  Chinese  elderly  in  a 
changing  world  nearing  the  end 
of  the  20th  century.  Her  re¬ 
search  is  comprehensive  and 
thorough,  aided  by  her  own 
knowledge  of  Cantonese. 

This  books  goes  beyond  the 
often  dry  statistical  and  formal¬ 
istic  language  found  in  many 
social  science  books  and  brings 
the  readers  in  touch  with  the 
social  realities  of  the  Chinese 
elderly  through  a  series  of 
interviews,  vignettes  and  anec¬ 
dotes,  such  as  the  story  of  the 
impoverished  69-year  old  Mrs. 
Wong  in  Hong  Kong  without 
family  who  has  as  her  home  a 
rented  single  bed  in  a  public 
housing  apartment  with  whom 
she  has  to  share  with  20  other 
“co-tenants.”
